Saturday was practically a 
holiday, and Monday being Labor Day, 
we could do nothing.

“They might move to quash the in- 
dictments, enter a plea in abatement 
or proceed by demurrer to the indict- 
ments. We have not yet definitely set- 
tled what action to take, and in view 
of this unsettied condition, we ask that 
the matter be continued until the 18th.” 

“The request of counsel is not un- 
Satisfactory or unreasonable.” sa:d 
Dist.-Atty. Morrison, “and the govern- 
ment is satisfied.” 

“Let it be so ordered,” replied Judge 
Humphrey. “The matter of pleading 
is continued untii September 18." 

The Attorney-General was reticent in 
speaking of the matter, but declared 
that he is not desirous of putting the 
packers to any inconvenience. 

“| do not know, of course, what the 
packers intend to do between now and 
September 18,” satd he, “but the gov- 
ernment will push the cases as rapidly 
as possible and atill consistently and 
without prejudice.” 

The Attorney-General may sen! other 
apsistance to the District-Attorney 
when the case comes to trial. 

Bach of the twenty-one packers and 
probably the five corporations who were 
indicted will be represented by indi- 
vidual counsel because of the multi-

TWENTY-ONE TRIALS.

SEVERE TEST OF FLOOR. 


Reinforced Concrete Withstood Great 
Strain in the New Laughiin 
Building Yesterday. 


A remarkable test of the strength 
reinforced concrete construction 
made at the new Homer Laughlin 
bullding on Hill street yesterday. The 
most vulnerable portion the building 
was selected by H. G. A lo, the con- 
tractor, for the test, and a number of 
architects and builders declare that ir 
was remarkable. 

On a section of the bulldigg on the 
first floor, 20x23 feet, directly in the 
center, was piled a maas of cement and 
steel weighing fifty-five tons, and 
though there was no pillar under the 
ereat weight, a mechanical contrivance 
placed In the basement for the purpose, 
showed a variation of but five-sixteenths 
of an inch. The weight under which 
the test was made was many times 
heavier than could possibly come on 
the floor in the ordina course of 
business, and Mr. Laughlin expressed 
himself as greatly pleased.

CONDUITS AND RESERVOIRS. 


Later a highly complicated system 
of pipes, reservoirs and connected 
basins was built to help out the Marly 
pumping eachine. These still exist in 
complete repair and working order, 
forming the subterranean network all 
about Versailles for many square miles, 
which is allered to make the town so 
healthy. The conduits lead trom many
